for  their  social  and  mutual  benefit.

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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

Section  1.  This  Corporation  shall  be  called 
"The  West  End  Association." 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Association 
shall  be  the  improvement  of  that  portion  or  dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  New  York,  lying  between 
Manhattan  Street  on  the  north,  Fifty-ninth 
Street  on  the  south,  Central  Park  West  and 
Eighth  Avenue  on  the  east,  and  the  Hudson 
River  on  the  west ;  the  bringing  together  of  the 
residents  of  that  district  for  their  better  ac- 
quaintance, and  for  their  social  and  mutual  bene- 
fit. It  is  distinctly  understood,  however,  that 
this  Association  shall  not  be  in  any  sense  a  politi- 
cal organization. 

ARTICLE  III 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  classes  of  members,  Active  and 
Honorary. 
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Sec.  2.  All  persons  of  full  age  who  are  resi- 
dents or  property  owners  of  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  New  York  described  in  Article  II  of  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  Active  Mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  3.  Such  persons  of  full  age  whom  this 
Association  elects,  as  hereafter  provided,  shall 
be  Honorary  Members. 

Sec.  4.  Eligible  persons  recommended  for 
membership  by  the  Membership  Committee,  may 
be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  mem- 
bership upon  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  present  at  any 
meeting  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  this  Association  except 
that  of  voting,  and  they  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  payment  of  all  dues. 

ARTICLE  IV 

OFFICERS,   COMMITTEES  AND  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a  President,  First,  Second  and  Third 
Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  chosen  from  the  Active  Members. 

The  Association  may,  at  any  regular  meeting, 
elect  an  Honorary  President,  provided  that  the 
member  so  elected  shall  have  previously  served 
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as  President  or  Vice-President  of  the  Associa- 
tion,, and  that  there  shall  be  but  one  such  officer 
at  any  time. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  Decem- 
ber meeting  an  Executive  Committee  to  consist 
of  nine  Active  Members,  besides  the  President, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  t>e  ex-officio 
members  thereof  and  of  which  committee  the 
First  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee  an  Advisory  Council  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  consist  of  at  least  seven  members,  besides 
the  President  and  Honorary  President,  who  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident ten  Standing  Committees. 

1st.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable  by 
City  Executive  and  Finance  Depart- 
ments. 

2nd.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment and  Public  Service  Com- 
mission. 

3rd.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Borough 
President  and  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
mission. 
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4th.  Committee  on  Matters  of  City  Depart- 
ments. 

5th.  Committee  on  Budget  and  Taxation. 

6th.  Committee  on  Law  and  Legislation. 

7th.  Committee  on  Finance. 

8th.  House  Committee. 

9th.  Membership  Committee. 

10th.  Committee  on  Grievances.

ARTICLE  V 

PUBLICATION 

All  matters  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the 
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Association  and  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  and 
reports  of  committees  shall  be  published  in  the 
official  organ  of  the  Association  to  be  known  as 
The  West  End  Bulletin. 

ARTICLE  VI 

POWER  TO  ENACT  BY-LAWS 

This  Association  shall  have  full  and  ample 
power  to  enact  By-Laws,  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business  and  for  its  general  government, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution. 

ARTICLE  VII 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting,  provided  such  proposed 
amendments  are  mailed  to  the  members  of  the 
Association  at  least  five  days  before  such  meet- 
ing, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  upon 
request  of  five  members  to  give  such  notice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  November 
1,  1917. 
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BY-LAWS 


i 

DUTIES   OF   PRESIDENT  AND  VICE-PRESIDENTS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings,  and  he  shall  be  ex-officio  a  mem- 
ber of  all  committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  First  Vice-President  to  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings at  which  the  President  is  not  present.  In 
the  event  of  the  President  and  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent being  absent,  the  Second  Vice-President 
shall  preside.  In  the  event  of  the  President 
and  the  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents  being 
absent,  the  Third  Vice-President  shall  preside. 
In  the  absence  of  all  of  them,  any  Active  Mem- 
ber, to  be  elected  without  ballot,  shall  preside. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  or  whenever  the 
regular  monthly  meetings  are  suspended  by  the 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence,  the  ranking  Vice-President,  shall  refer 
any  business  connected  with  the  Association  to 
the  Advisory  Council  or  to  any  Committee  to 
take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  may  be 
proper. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  send  to 
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each  newly-elected  member  a  copy  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  and  a  list  of  the  standing 
and  special  committees  of  the  Association  with 
a  statement  of  the  matters  pending  before  such 
committees. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Association  and  to  report  such  corre- 
spondence to  the  Association  at  its  next  regular 
meeting ;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  to  file  the 
same  with  the  Secretary. 

II 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

At  each  regular  meeting  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 

1st.  Reading  of  Minutes  of  Previous  Meet- 
ing. 

2d.     Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

3d.     Report  of  President  and  Treasurer. 

4th.  Communications  from  Council  and  re- 
ports of  Standing  and  Special  Com- 
mittees. 

5th.  Elections. 

6th.    Special  Business. 

7th.    Unfinished  Business. 

8th.    New  Business. 

This  Order  of  Business  may  be  changed  by  a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present. 
The  usual  parliamentary  rules  shall  govern  all 
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meetings,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for 
by  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws. 

Ill 

SECRETARY 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  all  meetings,  and  of  all  other  matters 
of  which  a  record  shall  be  ordered.  He  shall 
notify  the  officers  and  all  members  of  the  com- 
mittees of  their  election  or  appointment;  and  he 
shall  issue  notices  of  all  meetings. 

He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  matters 
referred  to  any  committee  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  shall  report  at  each  meeting 
what  matters,  if  any,  are  then  pending  with  the 
date  of  reference  thereof. 

He  shall  also  prepare  and  edit  the  notices, 
journal  or  bulletins  of  the  Association  contain- 
ing the  reports  of  its  activities  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  distributed  to  its  members  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  directed. 

He  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  the  names  of 
all  persons  newly  elected  to  membership. 

IV 

TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  at  all  times  a  com- 
plete roll  of  the  members  and  shall  notify  new 
members  of  their  election.    He  shall  collect,  and

upon  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association.  He  shall 
keep  regular  accounts  in  books  of  the  Associa- 
tion, which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

He  shall  report  in  writing,  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  balance  of  money  on  hand  or  any 
existing  appropriation  which  may  affect  the 
same.  At  the  annual  meeting  he  shall  make  a 
full  report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
and  all  outstanding  obligations  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  any  suggestion  he  may  deem  proper  to 
make. 

His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance 
Committee  at  a  regular  meeting  preceding  the 
annual  meeting. 

V 

OFFICES  AND  PLACE  OF  BUSINESS 

The  principal  office  end  place  of  business  of 
the  Association  shall  be  within  its  territorial 
limits,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution,  Article  II, 
Section  1. 

And  its  location  may  be  changed  and  estab- 
lished within  said  limits  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Active 
Members  present  at  a  regular  meeting. 
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VI 


REGULAR  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Association  on  the  first  Monday  of  every 
month,  except  when  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Chair. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  also  be  a  regular  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  in  each  year. 

At  any  meeting  the  presence  of  ten  members 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

VII 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  President,  upon  due  application  in 
writing,  signed  by  five  members,  and  three  days 
previous  notice  of  such  meeting  given  by  the 
Secretary. 

Such  notice  shall  specify  the  necessity  of  the 
meeting  and  state  the  nature  of  the  business  to 
be  presented  for  consideration,  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 

VIII 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  in  November 
in  each  year  a  committee  of  five  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  the  five  members  receiving  the  highest 
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number  of  votes  to  constitute  a  nominating  com- 
mittee, who  shall  select,  within  twenty  days 
thereafter,  the  various  officers  to  be  recom- 
mended by  them  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  mail  the  names 
so  selected  to  the  members,  with  the  notice  of  the 
December  meeting,  at  which  meeting  the  election 
for  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  take 
place,  and  those  duly  elected  shall  assume  their 
various  positions  at  the  January  meeting  and  con- 
tinue in  office  one  year. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  appoint 
three  tellers  at  the  November  meeting  (previous 
to  election),  who  shall  count  the  votes  and  report 
the  same  at  the  annual  election,  and  those  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected. 

Whenever  a  vacancy  in  any  elective  office  oc- 
curs it  shall  be  filled  by  ballot  at  a  special  election 
to  be  held  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  of  which 
five  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary 
or  President. 

IX 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month.  Five  members, 
whether  elected  or  ex-officio  members,  shall  form 
a  quorum. 
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They  shall  have  power  to  make  any  such  rules 
or  regulations  and  take  such  action,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  promote  and,  carry  out  the 
objects  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  upon  it  appearing  to  them  that  any 
member  of  this  Association  is  unworthy  of  mem- 
bership, to  report  such  fact  to  the  Association 
for  its  action. 

Before  such  report  is  made  such  member  shall 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  said  com- 
mittee on  five  days'  notice  by  mail. 

Upon  such  report  being  adopted  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  such  member  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  forfeited  his  membership. 

Sec.  3.  No  payments  shall  be  made  by  the 
Treasurer  until  same  have  been  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

X 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

If  any  person  elected  to  membership  in  this  As- 
sociation does  not,  within  one  month  after  notice 
of  election,  signify  his  acceptance  by  paying  the 
initiation  fee,  if  any,  and  the  first  annual  dues,  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  to  become  a 
member. 
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XI 


MOTIONS 

Every  motion  or  resolution  which  shall  be 
made  or  offered  at  any  meeting  shall,  at  the 
request  of  the  Secretary,  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  furnished  to  the  Secretary,  before  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  put. 

XII 

INITIATION  FEE  AND  DUES 

Each  member  elected  to  active  membership 
shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  an  initiation 
fee  within  thirty  days  after  notification  of  his 
election.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  five  dollars, 
payable  on  January  1st,  in  advance.  Any  active 
member  may  commute  all  future  dues  for  life 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars.  Any  member 
in  arrears  for  dues  for  two  years  may  be  dropped 
by  the  Executive  Committee.  No  member  may 
resign  while  in  arrears. 

|  XIII 

ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Association  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  Chair- 
man, or  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof. 

They  shall  have  power  to  take  such  action  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  by-Laws 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  promote  the  interests  of 
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the  Association,  and  to  further  its  policy  as  duly 
expressed  by  the  members  thereof.  They  shall 
act  in  a  consulting  and  advisory  capacity  to  any 
of  the  committees  of  the  Association  and  may- 
confer  with  such  committees  from  time  to  time, 
and,  when  necessary,  assist  and  advise  such  com- 
mittees in  the  furtherance  and  consummation  of 
the  work  entrusted  to  such  committees  in  the 
interests  of  the  Association  as  duly  expressed 
by  the  members  thereof. 

They  shall  also  have  power  to  act  upon  and  to 
submit  to  any  committee  for  action  any  matter 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  Association  referred 
to  it,  or  which  may  arise,  and  which  may  not 
have  been  so  referred  at  any  of  the  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Association.  Members  of  this  Coun- 
cil shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  after  their  appointment  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed. 

XIV 

COM  MITTEES 

Section  1.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable 
by  City  Executive  and  Finance  Departments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  matters  that  may  affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  City  of  New- 
York,  including  the  Department  of  Licenses  and 
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the  Office  of  the  Comptroller,  and  to  report  such 
matters  to  the  Association  at  its  next  regular 
meeting,  and  prior  thereto,  when  necessary,  to 
the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  act  upon 
all  matters  referred  to  it  and  report  such  action 
to  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and 
the  Public  Service  Commission. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  matters  that  may  affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and 
the  Public  Service  Commission  and  to  report 
such  matters  to  the  Association  at  its  next  regu- 
lar meeting,  and  prior  thereto,  when  necessary, 
to  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Association.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  act 
upon  all  matters  referred  to  it,  and  report  such 
action  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  Committee  on  Matters  cognizable  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Borough  President,  and 
Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  matters  that  may  affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New 
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York,  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, and  the  Local  Boards  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  report  such 
matters  to  the  Association  at  its  next  regular 
meeting,  and  prior  thereto,  when  necessary,  to 
the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  act  upon  all 
matters  referred  to  it  and  report  such  action  to 
the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Committee  on  Matters  of  City  De- 
partments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  matters  that  may  affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  of  the  administrative  departments  of  the 
City  of  New  York  and  to  report  such  matters  to 
the  Association  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  and 
prior  thereto,  when  necessary,  to  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Association.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  act  upon  all  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  and  report  such  action  to  the  As- 
sociation. 

Sec.  5.  Committee  on  Budget  and  Taxation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  matters  that  may  affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association  relating  to  City  and 
State  appropriations,  finance  and  taxation  and 
proposed  measures  for  City  or  State  expendi- 
tures, taxation  and  City  budget  appropriations, 
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and  to  report  such  matters  to  the  Association  at 
its  next  regular  meeting,  and  prior  thereto,  when 
necessary,  to  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  As- 
sociation. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  act  upon  all  matters  referred  to  it  and 
report  such  action  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.    Committee  on  Law  and  Legislation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep 
informed  of  all  legislation,  pending  or  proposed, 
before  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
the  Governor  and  the  Mayor,  which  may  affect 
the  interests  of  the  Association,  and  report  such 
matters  to  the  Association  at  its  next  regular 
meeting,  and  prior  thereto,  when  necessary,  to 
the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Association.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  act 
upon  all  matters  referred  to  it  and  report  such 
action  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  7.   Committee  on  Finance. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee 
to  audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  his  annual  report. 

Sec.  8.    House  Committee. 

The  House  Committee  shall  provide  a  place  of 
meeting  for  the  Association  and  arrange  all  de- 
tails relative  thereto,  reporting  at  each  regular 
meeting  upon  such  matters  as  may  pertain  to 
the  comfort  and  welfare  of  its  members. 
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Sec.  9.    Committee  on  Membership. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ob- 
tain from  members,  or  otherwise,  the  names  of 
persons  eligible  for  membership,  making  diligent 
inquiries  as  to  their  qualifications  and  keeping 
its  proceedings  secret  and  confidential.  It  shall 
report  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee 
the  names  of  all  such  persons  it  shall  recommend 
for  membership.  It  shall  also  keep  proper  card 
or  other  records  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  10.    Committee  on  Grievances. 

Any  matter  brought  before  the  Association  in 
the  nature  of  a  complaint  or  grievance,  which 
cannot  properly  be  referred  to  any  other  com- 
mittee, may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Grievances,  who  shall  act  and  report  back  in 
like  manner. 

XV 

GENERAL  DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  COMMITTEES 

Each  of  the  Committees  named  in  the  forego- 
ing By-Laws  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  nine  Active  Members,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  annual  meeting  next  after  their 
appointment,  and  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed, and  each  of  said  Committees  shall  have 
full  power  to  fill  vacancies.  All  Committees 
shall  meet  once  a  month  during  the  year,  except 
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in  July,  August  and  September.  All  Committees 
shall  have  power  to  fix  their  own  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
for  their  own  government  and  course  of  pro- 
cedure not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws.  The  Executive  Committee  and  each 
Standing  and  Special  Committee  shall  report  in 
writing  at  each  regular  meeting,  and,  when  re- 
quired, to  the  Advisory  Council  or  Executive 
Committee. 

Whenever  a  report  of  a  Committee  is  not  or- 
dered to  be  printed  in  full  and  distributed  to  the 
members  of  the  Association,  the  Chairman  of 
such  Committee  shall  prepare  a  summary  thereof 
for  such  distribution. 

XVI 

THE  RECORDER 

The  President  may  appoint  a  Recorder  to  serve 
and  assist  the  Secretary  of  the  Association.  His 
duties  shall  consist  of  keeping  and  recording  the 
reports  of  the  officers,  committees  and  council, 
as  provided  by  the  Secretary  and  attending  to  the 
distribution  or  publication  of  the  same  in  what- 
ever manner  the  Association  may  determine. 
The  President,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive and  Finance  Committees,  may  agree  to 
pay  to  such  Recorder  such  yearly  sum  as  may  be 
determined  or  agreed  as  compensation  for  his 
service. 
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XVII 


AMENDMENTS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  present,  provided  that  notice  of 
the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  given 
in  the  notice  of  this  meeting. 

XVIII 

These  By-Laws  shall  take  effect  November  1, 
1917. 
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THE  WEST  END  ASSOCIATION 


On  February  1st,  1918,  the  Association  completed  the 
thirty-fourth  year  of  its  existence,  having  been  or- 
ganized, as  the  Citizens'  West  Side  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation, on  February  1st,  1884.  Its  first  meeting  was 
held  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Andrew  Powell,  at  the  corner 
of  Ninth  Avenue  and  West  Seventy-second  Street,  Mr. 
Powell  being  then  elected  First  Vice-President.  The 
charter  members  numbered  about  a  score;  its  work  was 
distributed  among  three  standing  committees  :  Local  Im- 
provement, Sanitary  Condition  and  Grievances ;  and 
the  territory  to  be  covered  was  that  portion  of  the  city 
lying  between  Eighth  Avenue  and  the  Hudson  River, 
Fifty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Streets.  Its 
membership  increased  steadily,  and  three  standing  com- 
mittees— on  Membership,  on  Finance,  and  a  General 
Committee — were  added  before  it  incorporated,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1889,  as  the  West  End  Association,  the  question 
of  a  change  of  name  having  been  under  consideration 
at  different  times  since  1885.  Its  work  is  distributed 
among  standing  and  special  committees,  and  the  terri- 
tory in  which  it  operates  has  been  extended  (since  1893) 
to  Manhattan  Street.  Its  meetings  are  held  at  the  Hotel 
Ansonia,  Broadway  and  Seventy-third  Street,  monthly. 

It  is  impossible,  here,  to  even  indicate  the  great 
changes  which  these  thirty-four  years  have  wrought 
in  the  West  End — now  these  many  years,  an  "End" 
no  longer.  In  names  alone  there  have  been  many: 
Eighth,  Ninth,  Tenth  and  Eleventh  Avenues  have 
become  Central  Park  West,  Columbus,  Amsterdam 
and  W  est  End  Avenues;  the  Boulevard — Broadway; 
Riverside  Drive  and  Park  have  been  created;  and 
the  Subway  has  been  in  operation  for  over  thirteen 
years.  Badly  paved,  if  at  all;  poorly  lighted,  if 
lighted  at  all,  the  West  End  of  1884  was  very  much 
of  a  suburban  community. 

Bearing  strictly  in  mind  the  provision  of  its  con- 
stitution that  "this  Corporation  shall  not  be  in  any  sense 
a  political  organization,"  the  Association  has,  from  the 
beginning,  interested  itself  in,  and  taken  action  upon, 
almost  every  question,  great  or  small,  related  to  the 
material  interests  of  the  West  Side. 
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The  condition  of  the  streets;  the  enforcement  of  the 
ordinances  regulating  traffic;  the  providing  of  ade- 
quate facilities  for  rapid  transit;  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  good  public  schools  in  buildings  archi- 
tecturally suited  to  their  surroundings ;  proper  postal 
facilities;  the  securing  of  better  equipment  and  service 
by  the  elevated,  surface  and  underground  railroads  ;  the 
improvement  of  public  parks  and  squares;  all  have  been 
the  subject  of  constant  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. Needed  improvements  have  been  secured 
through  correspondence,  the  attendance  of  its  commit- 
tees before  the  city  authorities,  or  at  Albany  before  the 
Legislature,  and  much  individual  work  by  members  at 
all  times. 

A  list  of  the  matters  connected  with  West  Side  im- 
provement in  which  the  Association  has  borne  its  part 
would  include  every  matter  of  importance  to  the  dis- 
trict that  has  been  dealt  with  during  its  generation. 
Among  them  may  be  specified  : 

THE  BOULEVARD.  This  thoroughfare  received  a 
large  share  of  attention  from  the  formation  of  the 
Association  in  1884  until  it  became  Broadway  in  1899, 
appropriations  being  made  at  various  times,  in  the  early 
days,  for  the  cleaning  of  cross-walks,  etc.  We  shared 
in  the  work  that  resulted  in  securing  the  laying  out  and 
maintenance  of  the  present  parkways,  a  long  continued 
effort  to  preserve  the  trees,  the  removal  of  which  was 
rendered  necessary  by  the  construction  of  the  Subway, 
being  unsuccessful. 

RIVERSIDE  PARK.  Since  1888,  when  the  Asso- 
ciation began  work  in  connection  with  this  great  pleas- 
ure ground,  it  has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  aid 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  Park  for  park  purposes, 
and  to  prevent  its  misuse — a  matter  of  no  small  dif- 
ficulty. It  was  active  in  procuring  the  enactment  of  the 
laws  under  which  the  park  was  created,  and  in  secur- 
ing the  appropriations  necessary  to  carry  them  into 
effect.  In  1894,  it  procured  the  adoption  of  plans  for 
the  extension  of  Riverside  Park,  about  1,200  feet  into 
the  Hudson  River  in  order  to  preserve  the  water  front 
in  perpetuity  for  park  purposes  and  to  avoid  commer- 
cialization. It  then  procured  the  passage  of  Chapter 
152  of  the  Laws  of  1894,  by  which  this  extension  of 
the  Park  was  established.    In  March,  1913,  a  bill  intro- 
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duced  into  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  abrogat- 
ing the  Park  Extension  Act  was  defeated  by  the  action 
of  the  Association.  In  1911  a  so-called  "enabling"  act 
was  passed  authorizing  an  agreement  between  the  mu- 
nicipal authorities  and  the  New  York  Central  Rail- 
road with  respect  to  railroad  facilities.  In  March, 
1913,  a  plan  was  proposed  under  this  act  by  the  mu- 
nicipal authorities  and  the  railroad,  providing  for  twen- 
ty-six railroad  tracks  in  the  southerly  end  of  River- 
side Park  and  a  lesser  number  along  its  three  miles 
of  waterfront.  This  plan  was  defeated  and  withdrawn 
as  the  result  of  the  action  of  the  Association.    In  April, 

1916,  a  new  plan  was  proposed,  providing  for  a  rail- 
road yard  east  of  the  present  railroad,  and  with  tracks 
running  the  entire  length  of  the  Park.  This  plan  in- 
volved the  excavation  and  devastation  of  a  large  area 
of  the  Park,  and  provided  for  a  period  of  six  years 
for  the  completion  of  the  railroad  construction,  during 
which  time  additional  tracks  were  to  be  laid  in  that 
portion  of  the  Park,  west  of  the  present  tracks.  When 
complete,  a  roof  over  the  new  tracks  would  constitute 
the  Park.  As  the  result  of  action  taken  by  the  As- 
sociation, including  a  largely  attended  mass  meeting, 
widespread  opposition  was  aroused  against  these  plans, 
which  results  in  the  enactment  of  Chapter  719  of  the 
Laws  of  1917,  which  provided  that  no  plan  should  -be- 
come operative  without  the  approval  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  and  that  if 
such  plan  was  not  adopted  on  or  before  December  1, 

1917,  said  Public  Service  Commission  should  prepare 
a  plan  which  the  Railroad  Company  was  required  to 
carry  out.  No  plan  was  adopted  by  December  1,  1917, 
and  said  Public  Service  Commission  is  now  free  to 
act  under  the  law  above  mentioned.  A  bill  (Senate 
278)  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature  of  1918  plac- 
ing this  entire  railroad  situation  in  charge  of  a  new 
commission  and  repealing  the  Acts  of  1911  and  1917 
above  referred  to,  but  the  bill  failed  of  enactment. 
The  success  thus  attained  by  the  Association  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Law  Com- 
mittee. 

AMSTERDAM  AVENUE  TROLLEY  SITUA- 
TION. The  history  of  this  matter,  which  finally  re- 
sulted in  the  prevention  of  the  establishment  of  four 
tracks  for  cars  operated  by  the  underground  trolley, 
and  the  subsequent  removal  of  the  two  exterior  tracks 
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from  Seventy-second  Street  to  Manhattan  Street, 
thereby  abating  a  great  public  nuisance  and  danger,  is 
familiar  to  all  on  the  West  Side. 

ACID  FUMES  NUISANCE.  While  the  matter  of 
the  nuisance  caused  by  the  Acid  Fumes  coming  from 
the  factories  on  the  New  Jersey  shore  of  the  Hudson 
River  has  been  the  subject  of  our  investigation  for 
some  time,  a  special  committee  was  appointed  in  Oc- 
tober, 1914,  to  deal  with  the  subject,  and  has  actively 
continued  its  efforts  since  that  time.  After  collecting 
evidence  of  the  nuisance  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and 
night,  it  procured  in  1916  legislation  providing  an  effec- 
tive remedy  by  revoking  the  right  of  the  offender  to 
longer  do  business  in  the  State  of  New  York.  This 
legislation  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor  on  technical 
grounds.  In  1917,  however,  the  bill  was  amended  and 
enacted  into  law  as  Chapter  292  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 
The  Committee  then  presented  the  matter  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  following  which,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  Association,  the  City  of  New  York  intervened 
as  party  and  co-plaintiff.  On  April  20,  1918,  the  hear- 
ings began  before  the  State  Board  of  Health,  sitting  in 
the  City  of  New  York.  It  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  of 
the  Committee  will  finally  result  in  the  abatement  of 
this  nuisance,  affecting,  as  it  does,  the  health  and  com- 
fort of  thousands  of  people  living  in  our  section  of  the 
City,  and  diminishing  the  taxable  values  of  properties 
to  the  extent  of  millions  of  dollars.  Too  much  praise 
cannot  be  given  to  the  self-sacrificing  work  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Association  gives  liberally  through  its  members, 
not  only  money,  but  time,  in  the  promotion  of  the 
interests  of  that  part  of  the  city  in  which  we  live, 
and  of  which  we  are  so  justly  proud. 

Through  all  the  years  it  has  stood  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  neighborhood.  It  has  kept  itself  out  of 
politics ;  it  has  been  for  the  reduction  of  taxes ;  the 
proper  housing  of  its  citizens,  and  the  enforcement  of 
sanitary  conditions. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  Association  has  no  paid 
officers,  all  of  its  work  being  done  voluntarily. 

And  these  interests  are  by  no  means  limited  by  the 
past;  present  conditions  indicate  that  for  a  long  time 
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to  come,  our  efforts  will  be  needed,  and  our  vigilance 
required,  and  that  we  should  have  the  support  and 
co-operation  of  every  one  of  our  residents. 

PROPERTY  OWNERS  AND  RESIDENTS

The  Association  seeks,  and  feels  that  it  deserves, 
the  active  support  of  all  residents  and  property  owners 
within  its  district.  The  beneficial  results  of  its  work 
are  not  limited  to  the  interests  of  its  memibers;  it 
freely  contributes  its  time,  money  and  labor  to  promot- 
ing the  interests  of  the  West  End,  and  should  have 
on  its  roll  the  name  of  every  resident  and  property 
owner  of  that  section  who  is  interested  in  its  welfare.
